Official Tire 
Inspection 


The original inspection of tires on all passenger cars 
must be made between December 1st, 1942 and 
January 31st, 1943. The inspection of tires on com­ 
mercial vehicles starts Nov. 15th, 1942. After the 
initial inspection passenger cars using basic “A”, 
MB” or MCM gasoline ration books, will be required to 
have their tires inspected every 60 days, at officially 
designated OPA Inspection Stations. All commercial 
vehicles are required to have their tires inspected 
every 60 days or every 5000 miles, whichever occurs 
sooner. The Certificate of War Necessity carries the 
tire inspection record for commercial vehicles. The 
initial inspection of this class of motor vehicles should 
be made as soon as the Certificate is received. 


You may buy all your 32 gallons of gasoline now on your 
No. 3 Coupons or at any time before the expiration date 
the latter part of January. You may buy It all 
at once or four gallons at a time.
